Art thief says robbery was 
too easy, threatens to sue 
museum 


BUCHAREST (AFP) - A Ro¬ 
manian man who has admit¬ 
ted to stealing masterpieces 
by Gauguin, Monet and Pi¬ 
casso on Tuesday threatened 
to sue the Dutch museum he 
took them from for making 
Ins robbery too easy 

Radu Dogaru is among six 
Romanians on trial for last 
year's spectacular three- 
minute heist from the Kun- 
sthal museum in Rotterdam 
which stunned the art world 

Despite their lS-million- 
euro ($34 million) estimated 
value, none of the paintings 
that belonged to the Triton 
F oun d ati on was e quip p ed 
with an alarm, Dutch author¬ 
ities said 

" I c o d d n ot ima gme that a 
museum would exhibit such 
valuable works with so little 
security*', Dogaru told the 
court an Tuesday. 

"We can clearly speak of 


negligence with serious con¬ 
sequences", defence lawyer 
Catalin Dancu told journal¬ 
ists, 

If we do not receive an¬ 
swers about who is guilty" 
for the failure of the security 
system at the museum, "we 
are considering lunng Dutch 
lawyers to start a legal case in 
Th e N etherl and s □ r in Rom a- 
ni a 11 

Tie lawyer explained that, if 
found guilty of negligence, die 
Kunsdiai "would have to share 
the burden of compensation" 
with his client, who faces mil¬ 
lions in daims from insurers.

ROME (AFP) - A descen¬ 
dant of Florence's famous 
Medici family told AFP oil 
Tuesday that mass tourism 
was a "threat' to ins native 
city and called far it to be put 
on a Unesco list of endan¬ 
gered areas. 

"There is serious urban 
degradation, an overuse of 
the city, an insufficient atten¬ 
tion to the artistic heritage of 
the city," the angry pnnce, 
Ottaviano de Medici, said m 
a statement. 

The prince said he had 
presented a project called 


'Save Florence" on the web- 
sit e wwv.'. d e-m edi ci. c o m 
with Id proposals sent to Flo¬ 
rence city authorities and 
Italy's Unesco rsp resent ah on. 

The Medici heir said the 
problem was that the 16 mil¬ 
lion tourists who visit Flo¬ 
rence every year only spend 
an average of two days — and 
some as little as just a few 
hours -- there as tour opera¬ 
tors organise trips around just 
the mam monuments. 

Since the landmarks are 
concentrated in a small space, 
he said tourists damage the 


city centre's small paved 
streets and the monuments 
themselves, while only stop¬ 
ping to make a few pur¬ 
chases. 

"Tire effects are disas¬ 
trous," the aristocrat sard 

"Tire image a f the city has 
been destroyed by long 
queues and tourists," he 
moaned. 

He also said he was both¬ 
ered by "wild m gilts" of hard- 
drinking tourists and the 
"invasion of fast-food joints 
and shops managed by lmim-

Syria talks in London agree 
on no future role for Assad 


LONDON (AFP) - Western 
and Arab powers agreed with 
Syrian opposition leaders 
Tuesday that President 
Bashar al-Assad should play 
no future rolem government,, 
but they struggled ta con¬ 
vince the rebels to attend key 
peace talks in Geneva next 
month. 

The rebels, who met with 
the so-called Friends of Syria 
group of 11 countries m Lon¬ 
don, said they would not take 
part in the Geneva confer¬ 
ence in late November if any 
regime members were there, 
and insisted that Assad's de¬ 
parture was essential. 

But a defiant Assad still 
showed no sign of backing 
down after a two-and-a-half- 
year civil war that has left 
more than 115,000 people 
dead, saying that he was 
ready to run for re-election as 
president in 8014 

British Foreign Secretary 
William HagLie said the Lon¬ 
don meeting had urged the 
Syrian National Coalition -- 


the mam opposition umbrella 
group -- to "commit itself 
fully" to the so-called Geneva 
2 talks. 

Hague said the Friends of 
Syri a agreed that they would 
put their "united and collec¬ 
tive weight" behind efforts to

DUBAI (AFP) - Dubai inau¬ 
gurated the first phase of a 
solar energy park on Tuesday

Shanf who will meet Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama Today, 
called for warmer ties with the 
United States and offered Pak¬ 
istan's assistance in 
Afghanistan as US forces pre¬ 
pare to withdraw next year 

But Shanf said that the un¬ 
manned strikes -- which pene¬ 
trate extremist havens deep in 
Pakistan's most lawless areas - 
- represented a “major irritant - 
m relations. 

Shanf said Pakistan's polit¬ 
ical parties believed that drones 
violated the country's territorial 
integrity as well as its own ef¬ 
forts to fight extremism 

The Obama admin strati on 
has reduced the pace of drone 
strikes in Pakistan in light of 
the uproar, but US officials 
argue that such attacks are a 
useful tool against extremists 
and are precise enough to 
avoid most civilian casualties. 

But Amnesty International 
documented cases in which it 
said that civilians were dearly 
killed, including an October 
2012 strike that blew to pieces 
a d E-year-old grandmother as 
she was picking vegetables 

The human rigirts group 
said that Pakistani authorities, 
despite their public fuming at 
drone strikes, may quietly co¬ 
operate.

EU lawmakers move to tighten 
controls after implant scare 



First New Dengue 
Virus Type in 50 Years 


STRASBOURG (AFP) The 
European Parliament moved 
Tuesday to tighten controls an 
the safety of medical devices 
in the wake of a worldwide 
scare over faulty breast im¬ 
plants from France. 

More than 16,000 women 
have had breast implants re¬ 
moved since it was found in 
2011 that those from France's 
Poly Implant Prothese (PIP) 
were twice as likely to rupture 
as rival brands. 

The European Commission 
set out new rules in Septemb er 
for authorities responsible for 
the inspection of 10,000 med¬ 
ical devices -- from plasters to 
pacemakers 

The vote to tighten controls 
on breast or hip implants and 
on devices used m pregnancy 
or for DNA testing now re¬ 
quires the go-ahead from Eu¬ 
ropean Union member states. 

"Doctors have been telling 
us that hundreds of hip re¬ 


placements are defective and 
have ta be taken out again, 
with huge expenses far the 
healtli systems and suffering 
for patients," said Dagmar 
Roth-Behrendt 

"We need abetter system," 
added the German Socialist 
MEF! who is leading scrutiny of 
draft legislation far the 2S-state 
bloc. 

The Parliament, said it was a 
case of "lessons leamt from the 
PIP breast implant scandal*, 
which led to company founder 
Jean-Claude Mas being charged 
with manslaughter and fraud 


PIPs implants were banned 
and the company was liqui¬ 
dated 

MEPs want patients to re¬ 
ceive an "implant card ' and to 
be registered, so that they can 
be alerted if any incidents are 
reported. 

Organisations m charge of 
assessing medical devices will 
have to employ a permanent 
team of m-house experts under 
the proposed -changes.

B AN G K OK—S ci enti st s have 
discovered a new type of the 
virus that causes a centuries- 
old p e stil ence, dengu e. 

The surprising find, an¬ 
nounced at a major dengue 
conference is bound ta compli¬ 
cate efforts to develop a vac¬ 
cine against a tropical disease 
til at is becoming a more perva¬ 
sive global menace. 

But it could shed light on 
where the pathogen came from 
and whether it is evolving into 
a greater threat 

The finding “may change 
th e way w r e think ab a ut. dengue 
virus evolution and emer¬ 
gence," says Duane Gubler, a 
dengue expert at the Duke- 
NUS Graduate Medical 
School m Singapore 

Tli ere is no vaccine or drug 
against dengue, which is 
spread by mosquitoes and 
causes fever and sometimes 
excruciating joint pain and 
muscle aches. 

Patients typically recover 
on tli sir own, though severe 
cases need medical support. 


Occasionally, the illness pro¬ 
gresses to dengue hemorrhagic 
fever, a potentially fatal com¬ 
plication m which blood leaks 
through vessel walls. 

A dengue infection confers 
lifetime immunity to that par¬ 
ticular type. 

But subsequent infection 
with a second type increases 
the likelihood of serious ill¬ 
ness. With that in mind, vac¬ 
cine developers have strived to 
protect against all four types 
simultaneously. 

That may have gotten more 
challenging. 

By chance, researchers 
screening dengue viral samples 
found a virus collected during 
an outbreak in Malaysia's 
Sarawak state m 2 DD7 that they 
suspected was different from 
die four anginal serotypes 

Tliey sequenced the virus 
and found that it is phylogenet¬ 
ic ally distinct from the other 
four types. 

Experiments found that 
monkey antibodies produced 
again st the new type differ sig¬ 
nificantly from those resulting 
from the previously known 
dengue viruses. 

What it may mean far con¬ 
trolling dengue is unclear So 
far, dengue 5 has been linked to 
only one outbreak in humans. 
Vaslakis suspects that it is cir¬ 
culating, possibly among 
macaques, in the forests of 
Sarawak. If it spreads, it could 
m ak e human v ac cm e d evel op - 
inent more challenging

Apple unveils revamped 
iPads to beat back rivals 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Apple unveiled upgraded ver¬ 
sions of its iPads; Tuesday., with 
more power and sleeker designs 
to ramp up competition against 
rivals who now have a maj ority 
of the tablet market 
A slimmer version of its top¬ 
selling full-size tablet com¬ 
puter, dubbed the “iPad Air," 
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was announced along with a re¬ 
vamped iPad Mini with an im¬ 
proved high-definition display 

The new iPad Air is 43 per¬ 
cent timiner than the version it 
replaces, weighs just one pound 
(450 grams), and is" screaming 
fast" Apple vice president Phil 
Schiller said at an unveiling. 

The upgraded iPad Mini has 
a high-definition "retina" dis¬ 
play along with faster comput¬ 
ing power and graphics. 

Apple chief executive Tun 
Cook said at the San Francisco 
event that consumers still love 
the iPad even though it no 
longer accounts for a majority 
of global tablet sales. 

The two new iPads will be 
sold alongside die existing ver¬ 
sions, starting November 1 in 
more than 40 markets around 
til eworld. 

The new iPads feature the 
Apple-designed A7 chip with 
64-bit “desktop-class architec¬ 
ture, 11 Apple said.

That compares with Brazil's 
current proven reserves of 15 
billion barrels.

Analysts, meanwhile, saw 
the deal as a glass half full. 

"Hie auction per se was a

The F_ed Sox wrapped up 
the American League pennant 
with a six-game triumph over 
Detroit m the AL Champr- 
anship Senes, while the Cardi¬ 
nals downed the Dodgers in 
six games in the NLCS. 

"I've faced the Cardinals a 
lot over the years and that's 
one excellent baseball team," 
Red Sox right fielder Shane 
Victorina said "We're going to 
have to be at the top of our 
game." 

For tlie Red Sox, die entire 
season has been about re¬ 
bounding from a dismal 2012 
campaign that yielded only 69 
victories and 93 defeats 

A roster makeover included 
the addition of Victorina, 
Mike Napoli and lonny 
Gomes, with former pitching 
coach John Farrell returning to 
Boston as manager to guide 
the turnaround that the Red 
Sox say wont be complete 
without a World Senes tri¬ 
umph 

"We've got So win four more 
games," right-handed hurler 
Clay Buchholz said "But the 
way tins team jelled and 
meshed right away in spring 
training, obviously every team 
in Major League Baseball has 


a goal So make the World Se¬ 
nes and the playoffs from the 
start 

The Cardinals are back in 
tlie Worl d S en e s for th e fa urth 
time m ID seasons, but they 
too have had to put behind 
them the disappointment of 
2012 

After lifting the title in 2011 
they appeared headed back to 
the World series last season, 
only to surrender a 3-1 lead in 
the NL Championship Series 
to San Francisc d, winch went 
on to sweep the Tigers for the 
crown. 

The Cardinals haven't dis¬ 
played the kind of offensive 
power shown by the Red Sox, 
who had grand slams from 
both 37-year-old designated 
hitter David Ortiz and Vic- 
tonno in the senes against De¬ 
troit. 

However, the St. Louis of¬ 
fense led by Carlos Beltran has 
shown an uncanny knack for 
the timely hit. 

Beltran, a 17-year veteran 
who is playing in the World 
Senes for the first time, is hit¬ 
ting only ,25b this October, 
but has driven in 12 runs in 11 
games 

St. Louis' offense could also 
receive a spark from the return 
of first baseman Allen Craig. 

Craig, who led the Cardinals 
with 97 runs-batted-in and a 
.454 batting average with run¬ 
ners in scoring position, hasn't 
played since September 4 be¬ 
cause of a broken foot. 

He was expected to be back 
on the roster, perhaps as a des¬ 
ignated hitter 

Defensively, the Cardinals 
boast a rising star in 22-year- 
old right-handed pitcher 
Michael Wacha, who twice 
out-dueled Dodgers ace Clay¬ 
ton Kershaw. 

The rookie has won all three 
of his post-seas on starts and 
was named Most Valuable 
Player of the NLCS. 

"I think we just don't talk 
about it much, because we 
don't want it to change," Car¬

Wacha's emergence should 
help St Louis counter a strong 
Boston rotation that includes 
Jon Lester, John Lackey and 
Buchholz 

His rock-solid Red Sox 
bullp en featur es J ap an e s e 
closer Koji Uehara, the AL 
Championship Series MVP 
Uehara hasn't walked a bat¬ 
ter m Ins last 30 appearances 
and has five saved games m 
the post-seas oil 

St. Louis will send right- 
handed ace Adam Warnwnght 
to the mound on today. Wain- 
wnght, the National League 


wins leader in the regular' sea¬ 
son with 19, is 2-1 m tins post¬ 
season. 

The Red Sox give the ball tD 
Lester, who has bounced back 
from a 9-14 2012 to go 15-3 in 
2013 and 2-1 m tins post-sea- 
son. 

Given how finely matched 
the teams are, game one could 
be the start of an epic clash be¬ 
tween dubs that are meeting 
for the fourth time in US base¬ 
ball's championship showcase 

Most recently, m 2004, the 
Red Sox ended their fabled 
36-year title drought with a 
four-game sweep of the Cardi¬ 
nals 

hi 1946 and 1967, however, 
the Cardinals beat the Red Sox 
in seven games.
